1. AMB SCHAUFELE, JAMIESON (UK DCM) AND LECOMPT 
(FRENCH DCM) MADE DEMARCHE ON SYG. 

2. SCHAUFELE TOOK LEAD AND EMPHASIZED (A) UK, US, FRANCE 
FELT VERY STRONGLY ON MATTER (B) WHAT WAS AT STAKE WERE 
IMPORTANT RIGHTS (C) SECRETARIAT SHOULD NOT HAND EAST 
POLITICAL AND LEGAL VICTORY FOR WHICH THERE NO BASIS 

(D) "EASTERN SECTOR OF BERLIN" AND "WESTERN SECTORS OF 
BERLIN" OR PERHAPS "BERLIN(EAST)" AND "BERLIN (WEST)” 

WERE CORRECT USAGE (E) THAT IF SECT. WERE TO ACCEPT 
"BERLIN" (IN CAPITAL LETTERS) FROM EAST FOR EAST BERLIN 
THEY DID SO WITHOUT OUR ACQUIESCENCE BUT WITH OUR STRONG 
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DEMAND OF EQUAL TREATMENT FOR WEST BERLIN I.E. AT THE 
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LEAST "BERLIN" AND IF THERE TO BE ANY FOOTNOTES THEY 
BE IDENTICAL. 

3. SYG REVIEWED VARIOUS EFFORTS TO DATE AT COMPROMISE 
AND GDR INSISTENCE SECRETARIAT COULDN'T CHANGE THE 
NAME OF GDR CAPITAL ETC. HE TURNED FLOOR OVER TO SUY 
(UN LEGAL COUNSEL). SUY PROPOSED "BERLIN" (IN CAPS) 

AND "BERLIN" RESPECTIVELY WITH FOOTNOTE FOR LATTER 
STATING TERM BEING USED AT REQUEST US, UK, FRANCE AND 
STATISTICS HAVING BEEN SUPPLIED BY FRG PURSUANT TO THE 
QUADRAPARTITE AGREEMENT. 

4. JAMIESON QUERIED WHY ANY FOOTNOTE NEEDED SINCE 
INTRODUCTION TO ENTIRE BOOK HAD SECT. DISCLAIMER THAT 
TERMS USED DID NOT MEAN ANY PARTICULAR VIEW ON PART 
OF SECRETARIAT. SCHAUFELE ASKED WHY AUTHORITY NEED 
BE CITED FOR TERM USED UNDER FRG BUT NOT UNDER GDR AND 
WHY BASIS GIVEN FOR FRG SUPPLYING DATA WHEN NONE 
GIVEN FOR GDR. 

5. SYG SAID FOOTNOTE NEEDED IN ORDER TO AVOID CONFUSION 
WITH BERLIN BEING USED TWICE. SUY THEN PROPOSED THERE BE 
FOOTNOTE FOR EACH STATING: "THE DESIGNATION HAS BEEN 
SUPPLIED BY THE RELEVANT AUTHORITIES. THESE DATA DO NOT 
CONTAIN DATA FOR THE WESTERN SECTORS, FOR WHICH SEE 
PAGE... BELOW" AND "THE DESIGNATION HAS BEEN SUPPLIED BY 
THE RELEVANT AUTHORITIES. THESE DATA DO NOT CONTAIN 
DATA OTHER THAN FOR THE WESTERN SECTORS RESPECTIVELY." 

6. AFTER NOTING THAT WHILE REFERENCE MADE TO WESTERN 
SECTORS NONE MADE TO EASTERN SECTORS AND APPROPRIATE 
LACK OF DELIGHT AT CAPITAL LETTERS UNDER GDR US, UK, 
FRENCH REPS INDICATED WILLINGNESS LIVE WITH THIS 
APPROACH. 

7. SYG SAID HE HOPED THIS WOULD PROVIDE A SUITABLE 
COMPROMISE AND EXPRESSED DESIRE TO CHECK IT WITH 
GEHLOFF (FRG) AND SHOW IT TO EAST. 

8. COMMENT: WE REGARD THIS AS MORE SATISFACTORY 
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SOLUTION THAN WE HAD EXPECTED AND HAVE SUGGESTED FRG 
MISOFF THAT AFTER DISCREET GRUMBLING GEHLOFF GRAB IT 
WHILE IT IS STILT. ON. WE ANTICIPATE GRD AND SOVS 
WILL PROTEST BUT SYG AND SUY WILL BE IN DIFFICULT 
POSITION WITH US, UK, FRENCH AND FRG REPS IF THEY TRY 
TO BACK AWAY FROM IT. END COMMENT.
